consequence of an interference proceeding involving the T 289 
patent, and he now understands, that this was true in the 
system disclosed in applicants 1 earlier patent 5,229,588. 

Applicants had reviewed the claims that became the 
claims of the '289 patent before that patent issued, but 
applicants are not sufficiently familiar with the 
interpretation of patent claims to have been able to see 
this error, and now that it has been brought to their 
attention they agree that this operation and structure was 
present in the bar code scanning system in their earlier 
patent 5,229,588. 

Applicants also erred in failing to recognize that 
claims such as claims 36 to 55, which add features not 
present in their earlier '588 patent, should have been 
included in the '289 patent.
